that "drug addiction" does not produce,

if he can be once relieved of his crav- 
ing. This is one of the most encourag- 
ing, developments;., .in-the .lqng fight 
against the narcotic evil. 


It is admitted that the ideal treat- 


ment has riot yet been found. But'there 
are-several forms of treatment in. use 
which succeed fairly well in eliminat- 
ing the drug craving, by deprivation 
and the administration of medicines. It 
is reassuring to be told that when this 
is done, the victim is usually ready for 
ti fresh start, with a mind and body 
not hopelessly wrecked by the devis- 
tating drug. With proper food and ex- 
ercise, and favorable surroundings, 
^health, may then be regained and the 
victim may become again a 
useful 


member of society. 


The worst thing, about • such cases 


usually is that, after an apparent cure, 
the victim's will remain Avcak, so that 
if tempted he may acquire the habit 
again, more easily than before.-Here is 
a^ factor .that has not been given 
enough attention. The will must be 
strengthened. Psychological help is 
needed, as well as medical and physi-

would require only one short wave 
frequency for all 
trains, each train 


having one receiving and sending tele- 
phone set of low power and limited 
range. The receivers, set up in the lo- 
comotives, would be in continuous op- „ 
cration. Speech transmitted from the 
caboose would be produced on a loud 
speaker immediately above the engi- 
neer's set. Modern freight trains, par-

Because of their abnormal supersti- 
tion the Czar and the Czarina were' 
completely under the domination of 
this "holy devil." a peasant from 
the steppes of Siberia, ind this so 
hurt the feelings of '• Prince Felix 
Vusupov, a man of royal blood, that 
he-decided to murder Rasputin and 
thus wipe this blot off the royal 
house of Russia.

sonal motive. Prince Felix hated 
Rasputin out of fastidiousness and 
because of disgust with the man's 
fondling- of women the Prince- ad- 
mired.

ality. 


The law is 
interpreted 
by the 
state tax commission, to mean that 
shipments coming 
into Wisconsin 


from other states may be, stored in 
warehouses and be exempt from tax- 
ation. It does not, however, extend 
the exemption to shipments which 
originate in Wisconsin. 


Both cases questioning the legality 


of the act come from

Action was brought by the Xash 


Sales, Inc.. and the Frint Motor Car 
Co., merely to obtain a court inter- 
pretation of the law. The state tax 
commission and the city of Milwau- 
kee, as defendants, demurred to the 
suit.. Judge 
Edward T. Fairchild 


overruled their-demurrer. The com- 
mission and the city, 
appealed his 


ruling. 

An unusual feature of the latter 
case is the fact that the Milwaukee 
city attorney and the state's attor- 
ney general, in their briefs to the 
higher court, argue that the law is 
unconstitutional and should be de- 
clared, null and void.

CHAPTER V 


Sailors. I believe, are 
afforded 


wonderful opportunities to develop 
themselves mentally. Travel is ed- 
ucational. 
Aside from the routine 


duties aboard ship, sailors are per- 
mitted to go ashore in foreign ports. 
Shore leave is granted usually by 
the heads of the 
various 
depart- 


ments, such as deck, engine and 
stewards' departments. 


It is natural 
that 
every man 


wants to leave the ship as qulckl> 
as possible, but it is also 
obvious 


that a skeleton crew mutt be aboard 
at all times, so the various depart- 
ments 
can 
function 
smoothly 


Aboard a naval vessel or a tramp 
steamer efforts are made by the of- 
ficers to divide the shore leave be- 
tween men so that one group goes 
out first in one port and the next in 
tho other, and so on. 


In the American service, for in- 


stance aboaid the America, the crew 
is also divided into groups, but in 
this case they arc 
granted shore 


leave only in the two terminal ports, 
Bremerhaven and New York. When 
the America calls at 
Cherbourg, 


Southampton, Plymouth or Queens- 
town, it is impossible to allow any 
one to leave the liner, as the pas- 
sengers' baggage and freight 
are 


taken on as^ quickly as possible and 
the vessel resumes her voyage. 


Again in the case of the America 


and other trans-Atlantic liners, the 
members of the crew have 
large 


numbers of relatives and friends in 
those potts, and spend practically 
no time in sightseeing, unless it is 
their llrst trip. In the Navy, how- 
ever, it is different. 
Most of 
the 


crew divide themselves into parties 
and the first two or three days arc 
devoted to sightseeing. After that, if 
the ship remains longer, the 
men 


seek whatever diversion they can 
find. 


The American sailor is not as bad 


as he is painted. Sightseeing trips 
develop his mentality and often I 
have seen sailors go to the ship's 
library to get volumes peitaining to 
the particular city or country the 
ship is headed for, so that they can 
acquaint themselves' with the cus- 
toms and ideas of the people they 
will visit. 


It is true that they spend money. 


They often spend all that they have 
in a port. In recent years, however, 
through the cooperation of banks 
and saving institutions, these men 
lay aside part of their earnings for 
a squall. 


I have been in many ports in 


foreign lands and I 
have 
always 


found enough 
entertainment 
and 


sightseeing trips to interest me. I 
cannot point to any port that left 
me more impressed than another, 
but I do remember a time that my 
ship touched one of the Azore is- 
lands. The vessel was anchored and 
we went ashore In a small boat. The 
heat was terrific. There was little 
to be seen except natives, thatched 
huts and tropical plants. 


This was nothing new to me, but 


most of the 
fellows in our 
boat 


started on a promenade, going to 
this point and that, but not having 
been in the Navy very long myself. 
I decided, after a rasty survey, that 
under no conditions would I be left 
behind. I returned 
to the beach 


where our boat lay and sat down 
under a palm and waited patiently 
for the other fellows to return. They 
laughed at me, of course, but I had 
the satisfaction of being on hand 
when the boat was ready to pull off. 


Sightseeing trips in various lands 


have been very valuable. I have had 
opportunities to ttudy art. architec- 
ture and the 
customs of various 


people. Every sailor likes to read 
history, the chief reason probably 
being that he gets first hand knowl- 
edge- lie sees monuments, places of 
historic interest, gets facts 
from 


natives that would have more of an 
impression upon him than the writ- 
ten word. 


The historic data gleaned 
from 


booK<5, however, fill the gaps 
that 


very often 
are 
not 
supplied by 


guides and natives. 


A sailor has every reason to enjoy 


life. The routine is varied by new- 
places, new faces, and I remember 
when going ashore with groups of 
men we headed first for the best 
restaurant in town and ordered the 
finest meal from soup to nuts, irre- 
spective of the cost. After a man has 
been under strict discipline aboard 
ship, it is only natural for him to 
relax when he gets ashore, but in 
all my experience. I cannot recall an 
incident in which a sailor did not 
behave himself as a gentleman in 
the ports we visited. 


Fellows will sometimes get drunk 


and that is only natural. However, 
in the Navy patrols are sent from 
the ship to prevent their comrades 
from becoming disorderly, and if an 
occasion should arise the men are 
recalled. 


In this way fights are prevented 


among the men and with the towns- 
people, so the 
situation is always 


under control. 
In my experience, 


however, I never 
have witnessed 


any of our naval men create 
any 


disturbance that would necessitate 
drastic action by the local authori- 
ties. 


We send out no patrols from the 


America for the simple reason that 
the two ports we touch where shore 
cave is granted are so large, and

trol of any one man, that it should 
be in the hands of a board, but that 
once such stations are established 
and wave lengths allocated, the ad- 
ministration 
of the law should be 


vested in the department or com- 
merce." . 


The question of what happens In 


the next year or so is not so per- 
tinent as that Herbert Hoover is in 
command. Whether the radio com- 
mission has its life extended for an- 
other year and then becomes a board 
of appeals—a board to which the ap- 
peals from the department of com- 
merce, can be carried—is not vital 
because Mr. Hoover will in the last 
analysis control the' type of mem- 
bership on the commission and "will 
also appoint the secretary of com- 
merce under whom' .the administra- 
tion work in radio is to be 'done. 


Mr. Hoover feels that radio is an 


art which needs careful and": sympa- 
thetic cooperation and that violent 
changes work hardship to all con> 
corned—not only to the radio Indus- 
try but the listener as well.. He is 
aware 'that rapid strides are going 
to be made in the future and that 
the question must be solved on the 
basis of technical advice as well as 
the broad 
Interests o£ listener as 


well as broadcaster. 


"The ether is a public medium," 


says Mr. Hoover, "and its use must 
be for public benefit. The use of a 
radio channel is justified only 
if 


there is public benefit. 
The domi- 


nant element for consideration in the 
radio field is, and always will be, 
the great.body of the listening pub- 
ic, millions in number, countrywide' 
n distribution. There is no proper 
in'e of conflict between the broad- 
caster and the listener, nor would I 
attempt to array one - against the 
other.

Decreased Production, Aim 
of Producers

New York — Reduction of sugar 


production fw; a. number o£ >« 
has been the main suggestion - for 
remedying of the ills of the sugar 
producing business. Today at least 
one big producer has reversed that 
policy and is seeking a solution not 
In the .curtailment of production but 
In the increase in consumption. 


In the near future Walter God- 


cheaux of New Orleans, vice-presi- 
dent and agricultural manager of a 
big .producing company, will go half 
around the world to Java to tell the 
meeting of the International Society 
of Sugar Cane Technicians that a 
check to production 
by 
artificial 


means, either governmental,, or in- 
dustrial, is a mistake. 


"In Asia and the other parts of 


the orient," he asserts, "there is a 
potential market which would ab- 
sorb almost double the amount of 
the present output. It has hardly 
been touched. 


MANY CONSUMERS THERE 
"There is a potential army of 


consumers in that part of the world 
totaling nearly 800,000,000 persons, 
to many of whom sugar is almost 
unknown. The per capita production 
is about five or six pounds a year. 
This compares with 
roughly 115 


pounds per capita consumption in 
the United States." 


Mr. Godcheaux declares a cam 


paign of education to raise the east 
ern consumption would be long and 
expensive but asserts its 
results 


would justify the cost. He points out 
that Java is really the only coun- 
try now producing sugar at a profit 
at present prices. He will study con' 
ditions there as well as in Hawaii, 
the Philippines and Australia. 


Some solution to the problem \pf

Who is benefiting by the present 


level of prices? Certainly not the 
grower, since costs are as high or 
higcr in most districts than selling 
prices. The consumer does not get 
the entire benefit since the cost of

when the low price of raws is con- 
sidered. The refinres arc beneficiar- 
ies to some extent, as the spread 
between raw and refined prices is'ap- 
prcciable, but even their situation is 
by no means entirely satisfactory. It 
would seem that no one is entirely 
satisfied and that since curtailment 
of production by arbitrary govern- 
ment regulation was a failure in Cu- 
ba, Mr. Godcheaux's proposed solu- 
tion is worthy of consideration.
